MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN FEBRUARY 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during Febru- 
ary, 1934, with cargo for discharge at the port of 
arrival was 5,507,000 tons, or 401,000 tons (7-9 per 
cent.) more than in February, 1933. This increase fol- 
lowed considerable rises in each of the seven preceding 
months, the aggregate increase in the eight months 
July to February, as compared with the corresponding 
period a year earlier, being 3,242,000 tons, or 6°7 per 
cent. Substantial increases were recorded in February 
in the arrivals with cargo from ‘‘ East Africa, Persian 
Gulf, India,’’ Australasia, ‘‘ West Indies and Central 
America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ and ‘‘ South America— 
Atlantic Coast.’’ In connection with these increases 
it may be noted that our imports of petroleum from 
Persia, of sugar from Australia, Cuba and the British 
West Indies, and of/ maize from the Argentine were 
considerably greater in February than a year ago. 
There were also important increases from the Northern 
Kuropean area and the Atlantic Coast of North America, 
while appreciable declines were shown in respect of 
‘“ Eastern Asia and Islands in the Pacific’’ and 
‘* North America—Pacific Coast.’’ As regards the 
principal nationalities of the vessels, more than one- 
half of the total net increase was due to a rise of 207,000 
tons (7 per cent.) in the British tonnage. Norwegian 
tonnage was higher by 73,000 tons, or 25 per cent., 
French by 31,000 tons, or 25 per cent., and Dutch by 
22,000 tons, or 9 per cent. There were no decreases of 
importance. Between 61 and 62 per cent. of the net 
tonnage that arrived with cargo was British in both 
February, 1934, and February, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,322,000 tons, and showed a small decrease of 31,000 
tons (1°3 per cent.) on the corresponding figure for the 
previous year. British tonnage was lower by 29,000 
tons (2 per cent.), Dutch by 19,000 tons (17 per cent.) 
and French by 19,000 tons (10 per cent.), but German 
and Norwegian tonnage increased by 40,000 tons 
(34 per cent.) and 25,000 tons (25 per cent.), respec- 
tively. The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
arrived in ballast was about 59 per cent. in both years, 
while of the total British tonnage that arrived 29 per 
cent. was in ballast in February, 1934, as against 31 per 
cent. a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
February, 1934, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad aggregated 4,892,000 tons, this total 
being 182,000 tons (3-9 per cent.) more than that for 
February of the previous year. The largest increases 
were shown in the departures for *‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign) ’’ and ‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries ’’—due partly to greater exports of coal to 
certain countries in those areas—and for ‘* North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ and ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic 
and Western Mediterranean Countries,’’ while appre-

ciable declines were recorded for ‘‘ East Africa, Persian 
Gulf, India ’’ and ‘* South America—Atlantic Coast.’’ 
Among the principal nationalities the tonnage of British 
vessels increased by 121,000 tons, or 4 per cent., Ger-

Norwegian vessels by 23,000 tons, or 14 per cent., but 
Dutch and United States tonnage declined by 29,000 
tons (12 per cent.) and 31,000 tons (23 per cent.), re 
spectively. About 64 per cent. of the net tonnage that 
departed with cargo was British in both February, 
1934, and February, 1933. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,267,000 tons, or 387,000 tons (13:4 per 
cent.) more than the corresponding total for February, 
1933. All the principal nationalities showed increases, 
British tonnage was higher by 163,000 tons (10 per 
cent.), Norwegian by 82,000 tons (37 per cent.), Dutch 
by 33,000 tons (29 per cent.), and United States ton- 
nage by 39,000 tons (33 per cent.). The British pro- 
portion of the net tonnage that departed in ballast was 
57 per cent. in February, 1934, and 58 per cent. in 
February, 1933, while of the total British tonnage that 
departed 87 per cent. was in ballast in the later and 
86 per cent. in the earlier period. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the arrivals 
and departures in the foreign trade at the principal 
ports of the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 515. The

The increases in the arrivals with cargo and depar-

In this book, for the first time, all the component parts of 
management science are focussed together into one subject, so 
as to provide a sound foundation aos well proportioned ground 
plan for the exercise of administrative responsibilities in 
industry and commerce. 

The interpretation of the subject presented is mainly the 
responsibility of the author; and he has used his discretion 
as to the standard of treatment under each of the twenty-four 
heads of the syllabus, with which the chapters of the book 
correspond. 

In Part I, which deals with the externa] factors governing 
both industry and commerce, this discretion has taken the 
form of meeting what may be assumed to be the requirements 
of the examination candidate within the limits of the time at 
his disposal for study. 

Part B deals in general terms with practical issues that 
have to be faced in the administration of any individual 
undertaking and almost any business organisation. In this 
part, opportunity has been taken to present a treatment 
sufficiently complete to interest those actually practising 
management, without losing sight of the requirements of the 
student with little business experience.

New Standards for Drain Pipes and Fittings. 

The British Standards Institution has just issued three new 
Specifications covering Salt-Glazed Ware Pipes, Salt-Glazed 
Glass Enamelled Fireclay Pipes, and Standard Designs of a 
comprehensive series of Drain-ware Fittings. 

The issue of these specifications has been eagerly awaited, 
and is the outcome of several years’ deliberations between the 
manufacturers and the users. 

_ The B.8. Specification for Salt-Glazed Ware Pipes is a revi- 
sion of the 1914 edition and retains its well-known reference 
—No. 65. The B.S. Specification for Salt-Glazed Glass 
Enamelled Fireclay Pipes is a newcomer, and provides for the 
type of fireclay pipe manufactured in Scotland. 

e should be glad that our friends in Scotland now have a 
specification comparable with B.S8.8. 65, which is so widely 
used both at home and abroad. 

These two specifications are primarily for straight pipes, 
but they also include the quality requirements for the respec- 
tive types of drain fittings which form the subject of the 
third specification dealing with designs and dimensions only. 

The preparation of the latter presented a formidable task, 
one of the chief problems confronting the Committee being 
the multiplicity od date which were found to exist in the 
case of practically all types of fittings. On reviewing the 
situation, it was decided to base the dimensions as far as 
practicable on existing practice, as ascertained from question- 
naires circulated to the industry. The standard designs have 
been drawn up having strict regard to economy and Siicloney. 
It is realised that ofa patterns will in certain cases have to 
be scrapped to meet the new requirements, but the industr 
is willing to do this in the common interest of all concerned. 

The Committees who have carried out the work are particu- 
larly indebted to the manufacturers for their ready response 
and assistance in drawing up these specifications.

The value of cotton piece-goods imported during 1933 
totalled £443,195, as against £449,603 in 1932, a reduction 
for which lower prices were responsible, as the imports rose 
in volume by some 2} million yards. A milestone interesting 
to note is the volume of dyed goods imported exceeding 
those of unbleached. Imports from the United Kingdom 
show a decline under all headings and those from Japan an 
increase except in the case of unbleached, in which, how- 
ever, their percentage has risen. 

The imports of cotton blankets rose in value from £16,428 
in 1932 to £19,230 in 1933. 


BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, Calcutta, reports as follows on the weather and 
crops in India for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL 
Calcutta, April 1.—During the week ended April 1 rain- 
fall was nearly general in Kashmir on one day. Elsewhere 
the weather was dry except for local or few falls of rain in 
places. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, March 24.—No rain has fallen. The sowing and 
transplanting of paddy is proceeding in central districts. 
Standing and paddy crops are withering in North Arcot 
owing to lack of rain. 

Bihar and Orissa, March 27.—There has been no rain. 
Standing crops are in good condition, the threshing of 
winter paddy is finished, the harvesting and pressing of 
sugarcane continue. Dalua paddy is ripening in Cuttack 
and Puri, and the harvesting of rabi continues and that 
of wheat has commenced. 


Punjab, March 26.—Light rain in a few places has proved 
beneficial to standing crops, the condition of which is 
generally unchanged. 


Central Provinces, March 24.—The weather has been 
warm and cloudy. The harvesting of rabi continues in 
Jubbulpore and threshing is making progress.—Indian 
Trade Commissioner in London. 


NEW ZEALAND 


TRADE IN DECEMBER AND THE YEAR 19338 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, the recorded 
value of commodity imports during December last was 
£1,822,614, equivalent to £2,211,000 in New Zealand 
currency, or £1,769,000 on a sterling basis. 

Exports (excluding specie) during the month of December 
were valued at £4,115,402, the highest December figure 
since 1929. The quantities of butter, beef, lamb, mutton, 
and pork exported during December last were higher than 
is normal in a December month; which in part accounts 
for the relatively high total value of exports. The increase 
in wool prices was also an important factor, for the declared 
value of 56,604 bales of wool exported during the month 
was £761,343, an advance of £317,057 over the value of 
60,601 bales exported during December, 1932. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


Imports during the calendar year 1933 reached a total 
of £25,581,000 in New Zealand currency, or £20,465,000 on 
a sterling basis. It would appear that the decrease in 
total value as compared with 1932 is mainly accounted for 
by a decreased physical volume, the tonnage of inwards 
overseas cargo handled at New Zealand ports during 1933 
being 1,449,000, as compared with 1,572,000 in 1932—a 
decrease of 7-8 per cent. as compared with a fall of 8-7 per 
cent. in the sterling value of imports. 


Exports during the calendar year 1933 (excluding specie) 
were valued at £41,005,919 in New Zealand currency, equiva- 
lent to £32,805,000 in sterling. This represents an increase 
of 15-2 per cent. over that recorded for 1932 on a New 
Zealand currency basis and 1-3 per cent. on a sterling basis.

COSTA RICA 


EXPORT DIFFICULTIES AND THE IMPORT 
TRADE 


During the years under review,* writes H.M. Consul at 
San José, the state of the national finances of Costa Rica 
reflected the effects of the severe economic depression from 
which the world has been suffering, though possibly the 
full effects did not make themselves evident until the value 
of Costa Rican coffee began to fall heavily during 1931 and 
1932. 

Creditable efforts have been made in the last two years to 
meet the altered conditions by economies, but the fall in 
coffee prices, and the decrease in the production and export 
of bananas—these two articles form more than 90 per cent. 
of the value of Costa Rican exports—have seriously dimin- 
ished the spending power of the country, and, in turn, the 
Government revenues, of which the Customs revenue forms 
nearly one-half. 


STERLING Rates AND LocaL EXPporRTERs 


All rates, other than that for United States dollars, de- 
pend on the quotations in New York for such currencies, so 
that on the departure from the gold standard of the United 
Kingdom in September, 1931, a heavy fall took place in 
the value of the pound sterling in terms of the local cur- 
rency. The effect of this fall on exporters of produce to 
the United Kingdom—chiefly coffee, which forms over two- 
thirds of the total value of exports—was disastrous, since 
nearly all the credits which provide funds for financing the 
coffee crop are derived from London firms. This occurred 
almost simultaneously with the severe fall in the prices of 
Costa Rican coffee, while the export tax on coffee, payable 
at the rate of 1-50 U.S. dols. per 46 kilogs., was a further 
blow to coffee shippers whose credits were in sterling, 
especially during the two last export crop years of 1931-32 
and 1932-33. 

The effect of the decreased value of sterling, in terms of 
local currency, on imports from the United Kingdom, since 
September, 1931, is scarcely noticeable, either in percentages 
of values or of weights, though the impression is general 
that imports from the United Kingdom increased consider- 
ably in 1932, and the increased amount of goods from the 
United Kingdom on sale in the shops was perceptible. 

The depreciation of the U.S. dollar since May, 1933, has 
had the effect of raising the value of sterling in terms of the 
local currency slightly above the value prevailing when both 
the United States and the United Kingdom currencies were 
on a gold basis, to the present benefit of exporters—chiefly 
the coffee shippers to London. What the effect will be on

imports from the United Kingdom—coupled with the rise 
in the prices of United States merchandise—cannot be fore- 
seen at present. 


Import TRADE 


The gradual decrease in the percentage by value of im- 
ports from the United States reached its lowest level in 1929, 
namely, 48°02, and since then has risen slightly to 52-70 in 
1932; but since a large amount of the principal imports of 
foodstuffs are derived from the United States, and also 
certain cheap cotton goods, such as drills, unbleached calico 
and shirtings, petrol, railway material, motor cars and 
trucks, and because of the geographical proximity of Costa 
Rica, it is probable that the United States will continue to 
hold the premier place, as the country from which by far 
the greater proportion of imports is derived. 

The proportion of imports from Germany reached its 
highest point in 1929, viz., 17-52 per cent., when large 
amounts of electrical material and structural steelwork 
arrived from Germany for the electrification of the Pacific 
Railway, and for the construction of a deep-water pipe at 
Puntarenas. Since then the percentages have fallen slightly 
below normal. 

The percentage of imports from the United Kingdom and 
Colonies tended to fall slightly until 1931, but that of 1932 
showed a slight increase. The price of goods manufactured 
in the United Kingdom, up to September, 1931, expressed 
in local currency, was too high for the local market, but, 
with the departure from the gold standard in the United 
Kingdom, the increase in the percentage of imports from 
the United Kingdom in 1932 would appear to indicate a 
slight improvement. 

A noteworthy feature of imports from ‘‘ other countries ”’ 
has been an increase from about 8 per cent. in 1929 to 14-01 
per cent. in 1931, but this fell again to 10-29 in 1932. The 
almost complete cessation of imports of live cattle from 
Nicaragua after the application of a fairly stiff import tax 
per head in 1932 accounts for the decrease. There has been 
at the same time, however, a steady increase in the import 
of cement from the Scandinavian countries, the price of 
which is considerably cheaper than that of other producing 
countries, and there are two direct agencies established by 
the manufacturers, both of which carry stocks of cement.

FINLAND 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 





(From the British Commercial Secretary) 


HELSINGFORS. 

The most outstanding, and at the same time the most 
gratifying, feature of the import statistics for January was 
that the United Kingdom for the first time assumed the 
leadership as a supplier of goods to Finland. Germany’s 
share in Finnish imports was smaller than for many years 
past, while imports from the United States and from France 
were both two and a-half times as large as they were in 
January, 1933. A further noteworthy feature of the statis- 
tics was that imports in January were unusually heavy for 
the time of the year, having reached 289-2 million Finnish 
marks, as compared with 216 million F.mks. in the corre- 
sponding month of 1933. At the same time the value of 
exports fell some 10 million F.mks. short of the figure for 
January, 1933, with the result that a surplus of imports 
amounting to 5-1 million F.mks. was obtained, as compared 
with a surplus of exports of 78-5 million F. mks. for the 
same month of last year. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


The increase in the volume of imports for January was 
mainly accounted for by larger purchases of cereals, 
groceries, spinning materials and metals, but there was aiso 
an increased trade in textile fabrics and colours. It might 
have been anticipated that an increase in the volume of im- 
ports for January, 1934, would have been caused by the rush 
to clear German goods through the Customs before the 
operation of the ban on imports from that country, but an 
examination of the statistics shows any such assumption to 
have been fallacious. It may be assumed, therefore, that the 
increase in the import trade for January was a sign of 
definite revival, more especially as important increases 
occurred for such raw products as spinning materials and 
metals.

Export TRADE 


During the month under review exports of animal food 
products declined by rather more than 6 million F.mks., and 
paper and pulp by nearly 9 million F.mks. Timber exports, 
on the other hand, increased by more than 10 million F.mks., 
due primarily to the higher prices that were secured by the 
timber industry last month. Butter exports were 1,121 
tons, as against 998 tons, but the value declined from 17 
million F.mks. to 14-6 million F.mks. Similar conditions 
were recorded for the egg trade, exports being 1,036 tons, as 
against 891 tons, but the value at 12-6 million F.mke. fell 
2:2 million F.mks. short of the level for January, 1933. It 
would appear, therefore, that the effect of the closure of the 
German market to Finnish butter and eggs has been that 
alternative markets have been found for these products, but 
at lower prices. Cheese exports declined from 282 tons in 
January, 1933, to 170 tons in January, 1934, and the value 
from 4:14 million F.mks. to 2-62 million F.mks. The total 
value of agricultural exports to Germany decreased from 
20 million F.mks. in January, 1933, to only 4°5 million 
F.mks. in the month under review. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
JANUARY 


The British Commercial Secretary at Helsingfors reports 
that imports from the United Kingdom into Finland in 
January last were valued at 68 million F.mks., as against 
39-6 million F.mks. in January, 1933, an increase of more 
than 70 per cent., so that Great Britain supplied 23-5 per 
cent. of the total imports, compared with 18-3 per cent. in 
January, 1933. Exports to the United Kingdom also in- 
creased by 10 per cent. to 143-1 million F.mks. from 130 
million F.mks. in January, 1933, and thus represented more 
than one-half of the total Finnish exports. Such increase is 
largely due to the fact that the United Kingdom has been 
able to absorb much of the agricultural produce displaced 
from the German market, besides having augmented her 
purchases of Finnish timber products. It is also evident 
that something has been done to divert a portion of the 
surplus production of agricultural produce to Spain and 
Belgium, exports to Spain having risen to 1-2 million F.mks. 
from practically nothing, while Belgian purchases have in- 
creased from 1-1 to 1-9 million F.mks.

LATVIA 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
the turnover of the foreign trade of Latvia in January last 
as compared with January, 1933, showed an increase in 
value of 1°5 million lats, having totalled 13-5 million lats, 
as compared with 12 million lats. This increase is due to 
heavier imports which rose from 6-5 million lats to 8-8 
million lats, or by 35-3 per cent., while exports showed a 
decreased value, viz., 4:7 million lats, as against 5-5 million 
lats, or 14:5 per cent. 


BUTTER EXPORTS IN JANUARY 


Exports of butter in January last showed a decline of 
81 per cent., as compared with January, 1933, the total 
quantities exported being 821-7 tons, as against 894-6 tons 
in January, 1933, states the Latvian Consulate-General in 
London. The butter was chiefly exported to the following 
countries:—-Great Britain, 50°19 per cent. of the total; 
Germany, 34:77 per cent.; Belgium, 57-8 per cent. ; Czecho- 
slovakia, 2°48 per cent.; Egypt (for Palestine), 2°56 per 


cent.; Denmark, 2-05 per cent.; and Italy, 1:64 per cent.

The exports of wool for January last, the fourth month 
of the new export season, were as follows:—-To Great 
Britain, 6,454 bales; Germany, 8,079 bales; Italy, 2,322 
bales; Holland, 2,129 bales; France, 2,739 bales; the United 
States, 324 bales; Belgium, 1,160 bales; Sweden, 1,520 bales;

Exports for the period October 1, 1933, to January 31, 
1934, amounted to 76,901 bales, of which Great Britain took 
25,460 bales; Germany, 17,976 bales; Italy, 6,897 bales; 
Holland, 6,820 bales; Belgium, 5,484 bales; the United 
States, 4,867 bales; France, 4,836 bales; Sweden, 2,298 
bales; Japan, 1,345 bales; the Soviet Union, 719 bales; 
Spain, 146 bales; Brazil, 44 bales; and Argentina, 9 bales. 

The increase, as compared with the previous season, 
amounted to 22,615 bales.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


IMPORT STATISTICS, 1930-33 
(From the British Commercial Ceunsellor) 


WASHINGTON. 

In the past statistics of the United States import trade 
prepared in the Department of Commerce have related to 
“general imports,” but, beginning with January, 1934, 
they are now compiled on the new basis of ‘‘ imports for 
consumption.’’ 

Import statistics as previously published under the head- 
ing of ‘‘ general imports ”’ included two types of ‘‘ import.” 
Comprising this total were the value of goods entering the 
country during the period concerned and flowing imme- 
diately into the channels of trade—hitherto sometimes re- 
ferred to as “‘ imports for immediate consumption ’’—plus 
the values of those goods arriving from foreign countries 
for entry into bonded warehouses. The latter class of goods 
—those going into bonded warehouses—may remain in the 
warehouse but a few days or as long as five years. Until 
they are withdrawn for consumption purposes and thus 
enter the channels of domestic trade they do not actually 
represent an import except in the sense that they are 
physically within the boundaries of the United States. As a 
matter of fact some of these goods never enter the domestic 
field, but are re-shipped to foreign countries in the same 
form as when received. Others are processed within the 
bonded warehouses and then re-shipped to foreign countries. 

“Imports for consumption ’’ will include goods arriving 
for consumption plus withdrawals from warehouses for con-

sumption purposes. Thus the goods arriving from foreign 
countries for entry into warehouses will not appear in the 
import statistics unless and until such time as they actually 
are withdrawn and enter into the domestic economy of the 
country. 

The following tables, extracted from a statement issued 
by the Department of Commerce, Washington, showing the 
month to month total values of ‘‘ imports for consumption ”’ 
and ‘‘ general imports,’’ indicate the extent to which these 
two series have varied from one another over a series of 
years. The comparatively large spread between the two 
figures for December, 1933, is due, for the most part, to 


arrivals of alcoholic beverages for entry into bonded ware-

POSTPONEMENT OF DEFERRED DUTIES ON

BUDGET CHANGES

IMPORT OF CRUSTACEA 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Febru- 
ary 1, page 186, regarding the extension of the French 
quota system to imports of crustacea (Tariff No. 49), it 
should be noted that the French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 
March 24 announces that, in view of a request made by 
H.M. Government for a seasonal allocation of the United 
Kingdom quota for fresh lobsters and crayfish, and of the 
fact that practically no consignments have been sent from 
this country since January 1, it has been decided to revise 
the allocation of the United Kingdom quotas for these 
goods, the quotas for the first two quarters being con- 
sequently reduced as follows :— 

Quota for period January 1 to March 31—from 700 to 

250 quintals. 

Quota for period April 1 to June 30—from 550 to 500 

quintals. 


INCREASED DUTIES ON RICE

MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’’ of March 6 contains a 
series of Decrees, dated February 26, which provide that 
certain goods may not be imported into, or sold, etc., in 
France when of foreign origin unless they bear an indication 
of their country of origin in clear, indelible Latin 
characters. This requirement comes into force on May 6. 
It does not, however, apply to goods intended for re-export, 
and the sale, etc., of goods imported before May 6 will be 
permitted without marking provided that the seller indi- 
cates the country of origin on the invoice. ‘he indication 
must be applied in the following ways :— 


RussBerk Goops 


Rubbered Tissues in the piece.—The indication of origin 
is to ve shown every metre on both selvedges, in letters of 
4 to 5 mm, 

Clothing, clothing accessories and made-up articles of 
rubbered tissue, rubber, guttapercha, balata, etc.—The in- 
dication of origin is to be in letters 3 cm. high on a tab to 
be fixed to the ianer side of the neck of the clothes, and on 
the tickets showing the selling price attached to the clothes. 

Dress Preservers.—The indication is to be shown on the 
tissue when the rubber sheets are to be covered with tissue, 
and on the rubber sheets themselves when they are not to be 
covered with any tissue, but if the uncovered sheet is later 
covered with tissue the indication should be on the tissue; 
the same applies in the case of dress preservers of rubbered 
tissues. 

Ebonite.—In the case of articles of ebonite, the indica- 
tion may either be moulded, sunk or in relief, dry-punched 
or punched in indelible ink. Cylinder fittings are to be 
marked on the edge of the fitting. 

Tyres and Tubing.—Solid tyres, tyres for vehicles which 
are to be drawn along, outer covers and tubing (hose) are 
to be marked in letters of approximately 6 mm. for cycle 
tyres, 8 mm. for motor cycle tyres, 25 to 40 mm. for carriage 
tyres and solid tyres, and 6 to 8 mm, for tyres for vehicles 
which are to be drawn along. 

Inner tubes are to have the indication impressed in 
relief or printed with an indelible ink stamp before harden- 
ing; it must be on the exterior. The dimensions are to be as 
above. 

Footwarmers, Pillows, Cushions and Hygienic Rubber 
Wares.—In the case of moulded articles the indication is to 
be in relief, and in the case of articles made up in sheets or 
obtained by dipping the indication is to be affixed by 
means of a seal, vignette or any other process giving an 
indelible indication. 

Cushions for Billiard Tables.—Indication to be in relief 
following the usual trade mark. 

Gas Tubes and Other Pipes or Tubes.—Indication to be 
repeated every metre. 

Belts for feeders, lifts and transmissions.—Indication to 
be in relief every 2 m. on the outer surface. 

Endless belts for ventilators.—Indication to be in relief 
on the outer surface. 

Mats.—In the case of coloured mats the indication is to 
be on the reverse side, and in the case of moulded mats it 
is to be in relief on the face. 

Sponges.—Indication to be on the package or on a label 
fixed to the sponge. 

Fibrelite for seams (article composed of asbestos sheets 
with rubber added).—Indication to be repeated every metre 
or on each sheet.

The indication is to be affixed to the actual material of 
the tie in gilt letters by means of a hot stamp; sewn-on 
indications are not allowed. 


LEATHER GLOVES 


The indication is to be stamped on one glove of each 
pair, inside, and near to the indication of size if there is 
one. 


Toys AND GAMES 


Dolls.—Indication to be at the back of the head on the 
nape of the neck; it is to be moulded when the head is 
moulded (e.g., in the case of porcelain, various composi- 
tions, celluloid, etc.) or stamped when the head is stamped 
out (of tissue), modelled or carved. 


Masks.—Indication to be moulded or stamped. 


Metal or Mechanical Toys.—Indication to be printed when 
the articles are of printed metal sheets, or by punching 
or stamping out in other cases. 


Stuffed Toys.—Indication to be on the sole of the shoe or 
sock, underneath the foot, for stuffed animals, or on the 
wheels in the case of animals on wheels. 


Celluloid Toys.—Indication to be in the usual moulding, 
on the finished articles or on the parts of unassembled 
articles. 


Toys of Moulded Rubber.—Indication to be moulded in 
relief. 


Rubber Toys to be Inflated.—Indication to be printed or 
stamped. 


Toys and Games not specified above.—Indication to be 
shown as follows :— 


Competitive games.—On the casket or box containing 
them ; in the case of competitive games whose boxes are 
only a protective cover and which are independent of 
the box, the indication is to be on the game itself, 
stamped underneath. 


Cardboard games with various interior fittings whose 
principal attraction is due to pictures—on the interior 
and exterior chromolithographs, 15 mm. from the edge. 


Building games—on the boxes containing them or 
on the pieces if loose. 


Other toys and games—by stamping, moulding, en- 
graving or punching, according to their nature or com- 
position. 


LEATHER Goops 


Trunks, Valises, Suit-cases.—The indication is to be 
placed in the interior as near as possible to the fastening in 
such a way as to be visible when the article is opened. 


Morocco Leather Wares (ladies’ bags, portfolios, purses, 
smokers’ goods, pocket-books and all other articles).—The 
indication is to be in the interior, on a part which is imme- 
diately visible when the object is opened. 


Cases (‘‘ gainerie’’) (articles wholly or partly made up, 
imitation leather, tissue or paper) and fancy cases: desk 
fittings, ink stands, blotters, stationery covers; caskets; 
spectacle cases; religious articles; cases for wireless 
apparatus; cases for gramophones (when they are separate 
from the gramophone). The indication of origin is to be

—underneath. 
Cases for gramophones—in the interior. 
Religious articles—on the back.

Saddlery, hunting and sports goods—on the leather strap 
beside the holes, and for articles not having a strap, on the 
metal part, clasp, hook, etc. 


REFRIGERATORS, ETC. 


Refrigerators, ordinary and domestic, compressors and 
special refrigerator furniture.—The indication obtained, 
for example, by casting, on the framework or engraved on 
the article, must appear on every refrigerator or important 
part of a refrigerator, and if the freezing material is im- 
ported covered in a lead sheath, the indication is to be on a 
part of that sheath, visible when the article is opened. For 
enamelled furniture, the indication should be baked in with 
the enamel. 


FLEXIBLE METAL TUBES 
The indication of origin is to be attached as follows :— 


(a) Flexible metal tubes, uncovered, with unions at 
the ends—to be punched on each union, and engraved 
in acid by means of a stencil-plate on one of the spirals 
of the tube. 


(b) Flexible metal tubes with unions at the ends and 
covered with plaited metal threads—to be punched on 
each union; and to be engraved chemically by means of 
a stencil-plate on the plait. 


(c) Tubes covered with a weave or plait of textile 
materials, with or without unions—to be punched on 
the unions, and to be on the tube, in thick black ink 
when the background is white, or in red or green for 
backgrounds of other colours, in the middle of the tube 
when it is fitted with unions, or every 14 metres when 
these are lacking. 


(d) Flexible metal tubes, uncovered, i.e., without 
plait, sold in bulk lengths—to be chemically engraved 
every 14, 3 or 5 metres according to the diameter (for 
example, every 5 metres for tubes of 8 and 10 mm. in- 
terior diameter, every 34 metres for tubes of 12 to 
15 mm. interior diameter, and every 14 metres for tubes 
of an interior diameter of 20 mm. and over). 


RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 1 contains a 
series of Orders, dated March 31, fixing the quotas for the 
import of a number of industrial products into France dur- 
ing the period April 1 to June 30. We publish below some 
particulars of these quotas in cases where allocation among 
countries has been made by Ministerial Notice, showing the 
quota allotted to the United Kingdom, or, where no separate 
portion is allotted to this country, the portion allotted to 
‘‘other’’ countries, in which the United Kingdom has to 
share. In the case of certain other commodities, including 
those which were brought under quota on January 1 last, no 
allocation by countries was notified in the abovementioned 
issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel.’”’

FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA (GABOON) 


INCREASED DUTIES ON OILSEEDS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 21 last (page 896) regarding the proposal to increase 
the Customs surtaxes levied on foreign (non-French) 
imports into Gaboon to the level of the French 
‘Minimum ” Tariff in respect of oil fruits and seeds, 
vegetable oils and resinous products, it should be noted that 
this proposal has been approved by a Decree, dated 
March 10, and published in the “‘ Journal Officiel ” (Paris) 
of March 14. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of March 18 contains a

TEMPORARY IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON 
BLEACHED COTTON PIECE-GOODS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 22 
(pages 462-3) regarding the temporary restrictions on the 
importation of certain textile goods into the Netherland 
East Indies, the Commercial Agent at Batavia has for- 
warded a translation of the ‘‘ Bleached Material Crisis 
Import Ordinance, 1934,’’ dated February 28, and in force

(f) above, to importers of cotton goods estab- 
lished in the Netherland East Indies and recognised 
as such by the Director of Economic Affairs, who on 
January 1, 1934, were not members of any local 
European Commercial Association. 


These importers receive, for each group of textiles mentioned 


above, licences for quantities which are in equal proportion to 
the quantities of textiles for such group imported by them in 
the year 1933. 


For the import of the textiles mentioned under (a) to (f) 


above which are manufactured in Holland, licences are

NORWAY 
RESTRICTED IMPORT OF BUTTER 


H.M. Minister at Oslo has forwarded a translation of a 
Royal Decree, dated March 16, by virtue of which as from 
the same date the importation of butter into Norway is pro- 
hibited until further notice, except under a licence from the 
Ministry of Agriculture. 


IMPORTATION OF SECOND-HAND MOTOR 
CARS AND MOTOR CYCLES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’? of December 21, 1934 (page 895), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Oslo reports that by Royal Resolution dated 
March 16, 1934, the prohibition of the import of second- 
hand motor cars and motor cycles imposed by the Resolu- 
tion of December 15, 1933, has been withdrawn as from 
March 19, 1934. The Customs Tariff has been modified by 
the inclusion under Carriages, etc., I (Tariff Nos, 889-93) of 
a new Note No. 5, which reads :— 

‘‘The value for duty purposes of motor cars, chassis and 
motor cycles which are imported in a used condition is to be 
fixed at equal to the value for duty purposes of correspond- 
ing new vehicles (of new model) at the time of payment of 
the duty. From this a deduction can be made on account of 
depreciation in value according to regulations issued by the 
Ministry of Finance and Customs.” 


RESTRICTED IMPORT OF FEATHERS AND 
DOWN 


H.M. Minister at Oslo reports that by virtue of a Royal 
Resolution dated March 16 and in force on March 19, the 
importation of feathers and down into Norway, except 
under a licence from the Ministry of Commerce, is pro- 


hibited. 


MARKING OF GALVANIC ELEMENTS AND 
BATTERIES 


H.M. Representative at Oslo has forwarded translation 
of a Royal Resolution, dated March 16, 1934, in which the 
following regulations concerning the marking of galvanic 
elements and batteries are issued :— ) 

Galvanic elements and batteries (dry elements, pocket 
flashlight batteries, wireless batteries and torch batteries) 
must not be offered for sale in Norway or be sold from a 
factory or a wholesaler to a retailer or a consumer unless 
they are furnished with an indication as to whether they are 
Norwegian or foreign articles. 

The indication must be as follows unless from some other 
conspicuous text than that set forth below it is quite 
evident that the article is a Norwegian or foreign com- 
modity : 

¢ Pabribeect 1.....:0.s0sse.cnacessoseccceese (name of country). 
(Manufactured in) 


and this indication may also be in a foreign language 
easily understood in Norway. 


Alternatively, the indication may read as follows :— 


‘‘ Norsk’ for goods manufactured in Norway. 
‘“‘ Utenlandsk ’’ for goods manufactured abroad. 


The indication must be conspicuous and clear as well as 
sufficiently durable and shall be printed, impressed or sten- 
cilled, either on the article itself or on a label which is 
securely fastened to the article. 


The above regulations come into force on July 1, 1934.

PERSIA 


IMPORTATION OF MOTOR CARS AND LORRIES, 
ETC. 


H.M. Representative at Teheran reports that the Persian 
Department of Commerce have reduced from 100 to 20 per 
cent. the proportion of dollars which must be purchased at 
the official rate (Reals 28-28 to the dollar) in order to obtain 
permission to import motor cars and lorries into Persia. 
In the case of tyres, tubes and spare parts, dollars must be 
purchased at the official rate for 10 per cent. of the value. 
In each case interest at the rate of 6 per cent. on the sum 
of dollars purchased is charged from June 22, 1933. 


SPAIN 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN SCRAP RAILWAY 
MATERIAL 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’’ for March 25 contains a 
Decree dated March 23 which fixes the tariff treatment of 
certain scrap railway material on importation into Spain. 
The following new Note is to be added to Tariff Item No. 
257 (Scrap Iron and Steel), viz. :— 

Note 20 bis (provisional).—The importation of used rails, 
axles (ejes) and tyres, originating in countries which are 
in treaty relations with Spain, is authorised through the 
Customs Houses specified, and in quantities fixed for half 
yearly periods at rates of import duty set out below :— 

Scrap axles, from railway rolling stock, not fit for further 

use—per metric ton, 10 gold pesetas. 
To be imported through: (a) Irun—1,500 tons; 
(b) Bilbao—3,500 tons; and (c) Seville—750 tons. 


Scrap rails, not more than 2 metres long—per metric ton, 
5 gold pesetas. 
To be imported through Pasajes—3,000 tons. 


Scrap tyres, from railway rolling stock, not fit for further 
use—per metric ton, 5 gold pesetas. 
To be imported through: (a) Irun—2,500 tons; 
(b) Bilbao—750 tons. 


This material may only be imported by industrialists 
who possess works adapted for converting it into manufac- 
tured goods. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period April 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-52 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for March 21 contains a 
Decree, dated March 13, which provides that a Certificate 
of Origin must be presented to the Customs House of entry 
with all goods which are now, or which may in the future 
become, subject to the quota system on import into Spain.

OBLIGATORY REGISTRATION OF IMPORTERS 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for March 18 contains 4 
Decree, dated March 16, which provides for the establish- 
ment of an ‘‘ Official Register of Importers,” in which every 
importer must be registered. 

During the period ending May 18 importing manufac. 
facturers and merchants, whether of Spanish or foreign 
nationality, must apply to the Director-General of Con- 
merce and Customs Policy for registration. Applications 
must he accompanied by documents to prove that the peti- 
tioners are engaged in importing and to show that all taxes 
due have been paid. A detailed statement of the class of 
goods that each applicant habitually imports is to be 
appended, together with approximate quantities of the 
said articles that are imported or are desired to be im- 
ported, the country of origin of the same, and the purpose 
for which they are intended.

SYRIA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particulars 
of a Decree (No. 48/LR), dated February 27, modifying the 
Syrian Customs duties on certain articles. 


Duties Withdrawn.—The following goods are now 
admitted duty free:—Animal, fish and other oils; sul- 
phonated oxygenating products destined exclusively for the 
treatment of oils for soap-making; and certain essential 
and volatile oils. 


Duties Reduced.—The import duties on the following 
goods have been reduced to 11 per cent. ad valorem (under 
the ‘‘ Normal ’’ Tariff):—Cellulose pulp, chemical, dried; 
hypochlorite of calcium; lanoline. 

Filament lamps for electric light previously paid 25 per 
cent. ad valorem (under the ‘‘ Normal ” Tariff); this rate 
now applies only to those over 300 watts, others paying 
specific rates varying from 34 to 23 piastres each. 


URUGUAY 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ (Monte Video) of February 8 con- 
tains a Decree dated January 27 which reduces the per- 
centage of the import duties which are required to be paid 
in gold on wireless apparatus from 50 per cent. to 25 per 
cent. The percentage had been increased from 25 per cent. 
to 50 per cent. by Decree of October 18, 1933. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


RINDERPEST AND FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE 


With reference to the Order of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture dated March 14, 1932, prohibiting the 
importation into the United States from certain countries 
of cattle, sheep and swine or of fresh, chilled or frozen 
meats on the ground of the existence of rinderpest or foot- 
and-mouth disease, the Board of Trade are informed by 
telegraph that the abovementioned Order has now beet 
amended as from March 19, 1934, by deleting ‘‘ Great 
Britain ’’ from the list of countries to which the Order 
applies.
